A Scandinavian open face 
sandwich Is made with sau¬ 
ted apple slices and bacon 
served on toa.st, sprinkled 
with sugar and cinnamon', 
and is served with tomato 
juice and eggs for breakfast. 

An African breakfa.st con¬ 
sists of fruit or juice and 
Maridadi Eggs, which is the 
Swahili .name for a break¬ 
fast egg d'ish from Kenya. 
This is made with toast with 
beaten egg whites spread in 
a mound and an egg yolk 
pre.ssod into the center of 
each mo’jnd and baked in a 
hot oven. 


To vary our typsical A- 
merican breakfa.st, consist- 
ir.'g of orange juice, 'bacon 
and eggs, or cereal, buttered 
toast and jam, milk or cof¬ 
fee, it might be well to look 
at some American regional 
breakfasts which carry on 
some of the good'-eating 
traditions of our forefathers 
in various parts of the coun¬ 
try. In order to perform their 
chores these men who built 
America started their day 
with a big meal, including 
some of their favorite dishes 
from their homelands acro.ss 
the sea as well as products 
local to their own region. 

A Western breakfast 
might have started with a 
fresh fruit compote. This 
would be followed with but¬ 
termilk pancakes, bacon, 
ham or sausage, maple and 
boysenborry syrup or pre¬ 
serves, apple butter, coffee, 
tea or milk. 

A Southern break fast 
would be lamb or venison 
chops, .scrambled eggs, cre¬ 
ole sausage, (home-made 
sausage with hot pepper 
sauce, thyme and parsley), 
hominy grits, biscuits, and 
jelly made from muscadine 
grapes which are indegen- 
ous to the Gulf area. 

If you lived in Charles¬ 
town, Louisiana, your break¬ 
fa.st would have likely be¬ 
gun with Papaya with lime 
juice, followed by shrimp 
paste (small, cooked .shrimp 
■ground fine and seasoned 
with nutemg), hominy grits,
